Sunday morning was bright and 
cheery as we left Chicago. We were 
now expecting to see new things; al- 
though* we did not know just what to 
look for, instinctively we felt so dif- 
ferent from before wlien traveling 
through Ohio and Indiana, which was 
taken as a good omen of pleasure. 
For miles the New Jersey swamps 
seemed to line up with our course, 
then came high, irregular mountains 
with rolling farming country dotted 
with German settlements with the 
characteristic low barns. Parties as- 
sembled at the little stations to await 
until their visiting friends would 
alight, and l;hen was heard the ac- 
cents 'of the real German, and their 
hospitality was seen as well. Although 
the depots appeared in spots of lone- 
liness, yet they were not without their 
little greens surrounded by neatly 
arranged stones in white. The wood- 
. en telegraph poles seemed out of date 
,-here, as they were cast aside for large 
steel towers whereon rested the many 
wires. We had our own opinion-for 
the' preference of the steel pole, but 
even upon inquiry of the railroad of- 
ficials, we received no official reason 
why they were used. 
Enthusiastic 
Chicagoans were out that day for an 
outing bound for the Dells of Wiscon- 
sin, which place, one exaggerating 
city jeweler declared was the prettiest 
spot in the U. S. He would not ad- 
mit his error, but persisted in 'having 
us stop — but we didn't. 


Now the country was changing. It 
was new. 
Large areas" of burnt-off 
timber lay far and wide on each side, 
with projecting butts towering alone 
here and there upon wliich some Sun- 
'day climber stood and waved his ker- 
chief, or it appeared some family 
actually lived. 
We must not omit 
a number of scenes ^along the way 
that were out of the ordinary, for 
here and there, even but a few miles 
outside the city of Chicago the sturdy 
farmer, with his two-horse mower, 
was cutting the grass that somewhat 
resembled timothy. At other places 
crews were loading hay or doing some 
other task beyond a mere chore re-

But soon we sped on to the sandy 
* lands,w_wliere . sand - had. piled into 
•^r dunes"an"d was continuing to move at 
random covering burnt stumps and 
the- railroad, in fact everything, so 
that little verdure was visible. Mesas 
were also visible in the distance in 
numbers sufficient to keep both ot us 
alive in scanning their queer and pic- 
turesque shape. .Occasionally a so- 
called fertile spot of beans^ would 
come in sight or a field of corn, but 
' that near the railroad was very un- 
promising. 


The Mississippi, now came in sight 
with its conspicuous jetties built 
along the banks and its smoothness so 
deceptive as to demand -a piercing 
gaze that the direction of the current 
might be learned. It was now^ grow- 
ing late. The sun set at 7:30 by our 
time, most beautifully. The train ap- 
peared to be in a hurry as it glided 
on along the west bank of the Mis- 
sissippi, which changed in width, ac- 
cording to our judgment, from a half 
to a full mile. Foreigners here and 
there had quit their work for the day 
and stood m a resting mood at the 
edge of their box cars, as the train 
whirled by. A detachment of soldiers 
had encamped along the path, torm- 
ing little hamlets of familiar brown 
canvass; a tew pretty towns built at 
intervals were singular in their dwell- 
ings being but one and one-half 
stories high, while now and then a 
home treated with paint let the lamp 
light escape from one or more win- 
dows that in day lighted up but a

HON. R. C. McNAMARA 


Prominent Member of Bedford Bar and Former 


Editor of Gazette Dead. 


Maj. Robert C. McNamara, lawyer, 
editor and soldier, died at his home 
on Pitt Street early Monday morning, 
aged 59 years and 18 days. 


Major McNamara was born at" 


Newry, Blair County, February 16, 
1853. 
He passed his boyhood days 
on a farm, living with his foster- 
father, Samuel Working, in South. 
Woodbury Township. 
He' attended 
the common schools and at an early 
age became a teacher, in which ca- 
pacity he earned money to continue 
his studies at the University of Michi- 
gan, from which institution he gradu- 
ated with honor. 


He was admitted to practice law at 
the Bedford Bar in 1879 and rapidly 
rose to a place of prominence as a 
lawyer. In 18SO he purchased an in- 
terest in The Gazette and was-con- 
nected with the paper until 1898. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania and served 
with distinction in the session of 
1883 and the extra session Which fol- 
lowed. He served on the Judiciary 
Committee and was chairman of the 
Committee on Legislative Appoint- 
ments. 
In the Legislature he was 
recognized as an orator of ability and 
distinguished himself in debate and 
as a parliamentarian. 
In 1886 he 


was appointed District Attorney to 
complete the 
unexpired term of 
Joseph Stayer, deceased. 


He was Captain of Company I, N. 


G. P., and was elected Major, which 
office he held at the breaking out of 
the Spanish-American War. 
He ac- 


companied hia regiment to Chicka- 
maugua, where he remained for sev- 
eral months when he returned to 
Bedford and resumed the practice of

long as he might be needed, which 
was until peace had again been de- 
clared.

superb, streets well lighted and 
things in general attractive. 
The 


eighth capitol building was added to 
the list of those viewed, the sixth to 
be examined, and neither were there 
any disappointments. Upon entering, 
the Golden Roman Quadriga of horses 
so uniquely located high over the 
entrance forced us to believe that it 
was not without a history. Altogeth- 
er, the architecture somewhat resem- 
bled that of our own governmental 
structure at Harrisburg.

What folly was practiced again, we 


saw too late, in trying to cover this 
city and its twin sister, Minneapolis, 
which alone contained seventy-eight 
parks and parkways, fifty-one of 
which have an area of over an acre, 
the total area covered being that of 
3,640 
acres, 
compared 
with 
the 


great metropolis we had just left 
which owned but 2,000 acres, and 
had a population seven times as 
large. There was no doubt or fear in 
placing Minneapolis in the front row 
of our modern cities; its hustle and 
activity foreshowed it; its homes and 
elegant massive lamp posts of no 
mean type that aligned the streets 
were a symbol and the abundance of 
flowers near the homes, and those 
cared for by the landscape gardener, 
served as additional mute words of 
welcome to the settler who would 
live in the Northwest. 


Minnehaha, the falls known as the 


"Laughing Waters," was one of those 
mystical water falls pictured in the 
earlier school days. We found it, but 
the flow of water was very limited at 
the time, yet its rocks of limestone 
thirty feet in thickness, forming an 
overhanging ledge from which the 
water fell to the rocks sixty-three 
feet below, were bewitchingly beauti- 
ful in_ their covering of dark green 
moss, the same growing elsewhere 
and everywhere round about the im- 
mediate glen, that was hemmed in on 
all sides with trees, just as nature 
had allowed them to grow. 
The 


camera was soon brought into play 
from without and within, the latter 
being possible as the rock known as 
the St. Peter sandstone, immediately 
beneath the ledge, had been worn 
away, from 
which recess several 


splendid views were available back 
of the falls. We lingered here for a 
while after spending some time at 
Harriot Lake, the great boating re- 
sort, and then moved on to the his- 
torical Fort Snelling, a landmark of 
which the people justly feel proud. 


My partner was anxious to visit 


the many other land and water 
marks, especially that discovered by 
Father Louis Hennepin, a Franciscan 
priest, who, with two other French- 
men, had been sent from the Illinois 
River up the Mississippi by the great 
explorer, LaSalle, in 1680, and who 
was the first white man to see the 
Falls of St. Anthony, which Henne- 
pin so named for his patron saint. 
We were told that two dams were 
there constructed that furnished 50,- 
000 and 10,000 horse power respec- 
tively. We did not reach the spot, 
however, content to ramble about the 
minor spots and collect historical 
notes that histories fail to tell. We 
are proud of the incidents that circle 
around William Penn, and do not 
forget the adventurous Washington 
in the region about Westmoreland or 
those of Valley Forge; while Gettys- 
burg marks one of the eighteen de- 
cisive battle fields of tjie world. But

Pitiful Efforts of Starving Chinese to 


Sustain Life. 


Mr. Earl H. Cressy, an American, 


who has recently returned from a 
tour of inspection "of .the famine dis- 
tricts of China/ relates many instan- 
ces illustrative of the frightful condi- 
tions of starvation which prevailed 
early in February. He made a minute 
examination of many Chinese homes. 
Describing an inspection of all the 
houses, large and small, in several 
groups, a total of fifty-five houses, 
Mr. Cressy makes the following state- 
ment:

ng, only once in a while containing 
a bit of vegetable or grain. About 
one out of ever three was eating elm 
bark which they prepare by reducing 
it to fine sawdust and then making 
it into cakes. 
Whole rows of trees 


have thus been stripped of their bark. 
Of even such sorry food as this only 
a few have any great amount on 
hand. 
After it is gone they will eat

FOOD FOB THE INDIANS 


the 
An 
Exhibition Arranged by 
Nebraska Historical Society 


Piotessor M. R. Gilmore, of the 


State Historical Association is ar- 
ranging a large collection of plants 
iised by the Amaha Indians in the 
days before the white man brought 
them new style food and medicines, 
says the Kansas City Star. The col- 
lections is one of the best ever gath- 
ered together in the West, and repre- 
sents plants which the red men of the 
plains utilized for food, medicines, 
charms, fabrics, untensils, perfume 
and as othei economic methods of 
living 


Before civilazation came to him, 


the Indian raised corn, beans, water- 
melons and pumpkins for food, and 
he was compelled to fill out his menu 
with the meat of wild animals and a 
part of many wild plants. 


"The plains Indian," says Profess- 


or Gilmore, "had a much wider range 
of good things to eat than those who 
have never delved into ethno-botany 
know. 
Milkweed was to him what 


asparagus is to the whites. It was 
tender when young, and after the 
buds had come these were boiled and 
formed a fine relish. After the pod 
had come and the cotton had formed, 
a boiled dish was concocted from it. 
That was not all. There was a wild 
vine resembling the pea, a bean 
which grew in pods underneath the 
ground, wild onions, wild strawber- 
ries, buffalo berries, and the like. 
The acorn of the red oak was soaked 
in a wood ash lye to extract the tanin, 
and being boiled tasted very well. In 
famine days they ate the red berries 
off the wild rose bush, which are not 
at all unpalatable. 


"The roots of the pea and vine re- 


sembled sweet potatoes in shape and 
a little in taste. 
The white beans 


grew much like the lima bean, but 
underneath the earth in pods . The 
field mice were accustomed to regard

these as a veiy great delicacy, a fact 
which was taken advantage of by the 
Indian, who waited until the mice 
had gathered and stored the pods, 
then he sent his squaw to rob them. 
These were boiled. For a beverage 
the Indians used Jersey tea or red 
root, which tastes somewhat like the 
real Oriental stuff. 
In preparation 


for winter the Indian pounded up 
choke cherries, seeds and all, and 
pressed them into a cakes. The roots 
of a tubrous sunflower were utilized 
in somewhat the same way. Besides 
the food plants there were others 
such as wild sage and red cedar, 
which were used in religious cere- 
monies. 


"The red men of the plains always 


have bad a very keen appreciation 
for perfumes. 
Several plants were 


treasured by them for this purpose. 
Among these were sweet grass, col- 
umbine, wild bergamot and another 
plant which was used exclusively by 
the women. The extract was known 
as a woman's perfume, and it was 
taboo to any male. 
The Indian 


would take the seeds of the colum- 
bine, chew them into a paste and put 
the product among his effects. Wild 
bergamot was used as a hair oil. 
Sweet grass was burned for incense. 
It was also braided and placed in the 
skin bags where they kept thier 
clothing." 


The collection also includes a num- 


ber of medicinal plants, many of 
which are in the pharmacopoeia of to- 
day, and the virtues of which were 
well known to the Indian.

Hon. Robert C. McNamara, a for- 


mer editor of The Gazette, passed to 
his final rest early Monday morning. 
He purchased an interest in the paper 
In 1880 and was connected with it 
until 1898 when he entered the ser- 
•vice of his country in the Spanish- 
American War. as Ma'jor. Returning 
at the close of the war he resumed 
the practice of law. 


Major McNamara was a fluent and 


forceful speaker, a read} writer and 
a dauntless soldier, and _enjoyed an 
extensive acquaintance and a large 
circle of friends. 
As a political 


speaker he was in the front rank and 
in addressing Court and jury he had 
few equals at the local Bar; he was 
patriotic to the core, broad-minded, 
and generous to a fault. 
Defects he 


had as have we all, but he possessed 
many noble traits and will be^missed 
in the community. 


MISUSED WORDS 


A new impetus was given to the 


discussion of that group of words 
•which apply to the origin of laws and 
the method of placing them upon the 
statute books of states, and their re- 
peal, by the prominence given by 
Colonel Roosevelt in his recent Ohio 
speech to the "recall of judges and 
of judicial decisions." 


It is to be regretted that the ten- 


dency to purposelj misinterpret and 
distort the meaning of words is so 
prevalent- There is a' disposition to 
use the terms initiative, referendum 
and recall in connection T\ ith social- 
ism and then to associate socialism 
with anarchj , all of which is decided- 
ly 'wiong, and cannot, either from the 
etymology of the words or accepted 
definitions, be justified. 


There is nothing really hideous 


about the woid socialism except when 
it is used in a distorted sense to mean 
.political upheaval and ''equal di- 
vide." 
The application of such doc- 


trines would be a curse to our nation 
a.iid her institutions, but a rational 
inteipretation of the tei m forebodes 
no ill, as it seeks only better social 
conditions — laws thai \\ould benefit 
all classes of societ;. 
When the 


founders of oui government provided

that amendment been approved by 
the people of the state as the othe 
nine were, the voters of every distric 
in the Commonwealth would todaj 
be deprived of the privilege of "choos 
ing election officers for their severa 
districts, and these officers would be 
appointed from a source not desig 
nated by the proposed amendment 
and therefore to be designated by a 
political machine. 


So much for the working of the 


referendum feature, and as for the 
initiative feature our National Consti- 
tution provides that certain measures 
must originate in the lower house of 
Congress,—the house nearest 
the 


people,—and it is a fact that many 
of the bills presented in both House 
and Senate have their origin with the 
voters of the district of the member 
who presents them. The same is true 
in state affairs. 
Bills presented and 


enacted into laws at Harrisburg very 
frequently have their origin in reso- 
lutions passed by deliberative bodies, 
our present school code being a con- 
spicuous illustration. 


We are not advocating an extended 


application of either the initiative or 
referendum and shall not discuss 
ither the recall of judges or of judi- 
cial decisions: the purpose is to show 
that these ideas were incorporated 
nto our constitutions as checks and 
that they are not new; neither are 
they, when rightly interpreted, either 
revolutionary or fraught with the dan- 
•ers with which they are usually as- 
sociated.

HAWAIIAN FEAST 


Strange Customs of" Islaiide/'s Noted 


by Bedt'ordite. 


Honolulu, February 23, 1912. 
The word "L.uau" (pronounced as 


if spelled lu ow), is the name applied 
by the Hawaiians to a feast. Feasts 
are given to celebrate a birthday, the 
visit of a friend, the coming of a dig- 
nitary, a holiday, as Christmas, or al- 
most any special occasion. 


A luau is usually served on the 
ground or an a floor, but often, es- 
pecially when Europeans are present, 
it is served on a table. When prac- 
ticable the meal is served out of 
doors, and in a climate as warm as 
that of Hawaii, the open air luau is 
most delightful. 


Each person has a wreath of flow- 
ers, known as leis (pronounced lay) 
hung around the neck. 
The Ha- 
waiians are very skillful in weaving 
these wreaths, which are very com- 
monly worn around the crown of -a 
hat, like a hat-band. 


The food is often served in large 


bowls from which everybody helps 
tiimself, using one's fingers. Some- 
times the food is served in individual 
dishes or bowls. 
Knives and forks 
are sometimes used, but at a real 
luau .the only implements one is ex- 
pected to use are those Nature has 
provided in the form of fingers. A 
:onsiderable experience has not con- 
vinced the writer that this primitive 
and manifestly efficient mode of con- 
veying food to one's mouth offers any 
advantage over the use of knife, fork 
and spoon. 
Perhaps, however, my 


own views'may be a reflection of a 
prejudice acquired from many years 
of experience with the table imple- 
ments of western nations. 


Now as to the food: Two articles 
are essential; these are roast pig and 
poi. These are the staple articles of 
diet of the Hawaiian people and each 
deserves a short description. The pig 
"or the roasting may be of any age, 
:rom a few days to six weeks. 
The 
animal is cleaned in the usual man- 
ner and wrapped in banana leaves 
and placed on a plank large enough 
o hold it easily. It is then placed in. 
a hole in the earth and around it 
are placed stones that have been 
made very hot in a wood fire. Some 
5f the hot stones are also placed in.-' 
ide the pig. Earth is then thrown' 
aver the pig and banked up in the 
orm of a mound. 
The ground is 
revent'ed from touching the pig by 
he wrapping of banana leaves. This 
jrocess will be recognized as similar 
o that by which food is prepared in 
an up-to-date fireless cooker. 
The 
casting requires about half an hour 
and at the end of that time the flesh 
will be found to be well done and ten- 
ier. If there is any more delicious 
ood than pig prepared in this man- 
ner, it has not been my good fortune 
o have had an opportunity to enjoy 
t. 


Poi, the second essential, is the na- 
ionar dish of the Hawaiians. 
It is 
repared from taro, a vegetable grow- 
ng something like turnips. The root 
s steamed, skinned and beaten to a 
ulp. The pulp is kneaded by hand, 
ust as dough is treated by the Amer- 
can housewife. 
When it is to be 
eaten the dough-like mass is mixed 
with water to the point where the 
onsistency is about that of corn 
meal mush. 
It is eaten by dipping 
he index and middle fingers into 
tie mass, giving them a rotary mo- 
ion and conveying the adhering poi 
to the mouth. 
In former days dog 
was a favorite article of diet among 
Hawaiians (just as it is now among 
the Philippine Igorotes) and it is 
thought that it is still much used, but 
I am assured that this is not the case. 
It is told that when dog was a cus- 
tomary article of diet it was a com- 
mon joke to play on strangers to 
serve at a luau both roast pig and 
roast dog, the heads being exchanged, 
that of the dog being put with the 
pig's body and that of the pig with 
the dog's body. The stranger was 
asked which he preferred and of 
course always indicated the dish that 
had the pig's head and in conse- 
quence was served with dog meat. 
The story goes further and asserts 
that the stranger 
invariably pro- 
nounced 
the meat 
excellent and 
thereupon was told that he had eaten 
dog instead of, as he supposed, pig. 


Other dishes at every luau are boil- 
ed chicken with herbs, fish baked 
in tea leaves and fresh truits. Raw 
fish, raw liver and raw clams are 
also served when obtainable. Very 
few Europeans become fond of these 
raw dishes. 


F-or drink bottled soda \vater is in- 
variably served and at the end of the 
meal tea or coffee, according to the 
guest's desir.es.

Membership 


This Federation shall be composed 


of those churches in Bedford County 
that shall by vote, according to their 
respective authorized methods, agree 
to abide by the Constitution and By- 
Laws of this Federation, and shall 
duly certify in writing its action to 
the Council.

will do just as well.

three 


pounds of lean venison (mutton or 
beef can be used instead). Peel and 
chop three tomatoes, and add one 
large tablespoonful of flour, three 
finely chopped onions, a large tea- 
spoonful of Madras curry paste, or 
curry powder, a teaspoonful of light 
tiown sugar, a chopped apple, two. 
large tablespoonfuls of well-washed 
rice, and a pint of milk. Place in a 
paper bag, seal up, and cook for 
forty-five minutes in a moderate oven.

Him. Verse 39 of T)ur lesson summa- 
rizes it briefly, "He preached in their 
synagogues thioughout all Galilee and 
cast out demons." 
It Is more fully 


stated in Matt, iv, 23, "And Jesus went 
about all Galilee, teaching in their 
synagogues and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom and healing all manner 
of sickness and all manner of disease 
among the people." It was predicted 
by the prophets that in the kingdom 
the blind would see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a hart, 
and no one complain because of sick- 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven 
(Isa. xtxiii, 24; xxxv, 5, 6). It was 
also predicted that In the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
together (Isa. xi, G-9, Ixv, 25). No one 
seems to expect these last mentioned 
things until Jesus shall come again, 
but many are wondering w,hy they can- 
not be healed of all diseases even 
though the kingdom has not come. 
They ask often complainingly, "Is not 
the body as well as the soul included 
In the atonement?" Yes; the great 
atonement will reach the body, too, 
and in the resurrection these bodies of 
our humiliation will be fashioned like 
His glorious body, but till then we 
must wait patiently in strength or 
•weakness, as He may In His infinite 
love and wisdom decide. 
Some are 


healed by His hand without a physi- 
cian and some by His blessing upon 
the physician's skill and medicine, 
while some continue in weakness, and 
many are passing out from the mortal 
body. The truly devout soul says un- 
der all circumstances, "Even so, Fa- 
ther," and rejoices in the perfect will 
of God. 


Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of His 


going from the synagogue to the home 
of Simon and Andrew, where Simon's 
wife's mother lay sick of a fever. He 
took her by the hand, rebuked the fe- 
ver, and immediately she was well 
and mmisteied to them. Compare the 
ministry of angels In verse 13. Think 
of Samuel as a little boy ministering 
to the Lord (I Sam. Ill, 1) and let all 
our service be "unto the Lord" and 
"before the Lord" 
Possibly more 


might be healed if He saw that they 
would minister unto Him, for He is 
seeking in every way to bring people 
unto Himself that He may fill them 
with His fullness (Ex. xlx, 4; I Pet. 
Ill, 18). 


Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner of 


diseased and demon possessed people 
being brought to Him to be healed, 
and It is written here and in the paral- 
lel accounts in Matthew and Luke that 
He laid His hands on every one of 
them and healed them (Luke iv, 40); 
that He cast out the spirits with His 
word and healed all that were sick, 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoke by Isaiah the prophet, saying, 
"Himself took our infirmities and bare 
our sicknesses" (Matt, viii, 16, 17; Isa. 
llii, 4). If they had only received Him 
as their Messiah the Loid would have 
made bare His holy arm in the eyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the eaith should have seen the salva- 
tion of our God (Isa. Ill, 10), but be- 
cause He is still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 
turn. He needs no testimony from His 
adversaries, so He suffei ed not the de- 
mons to speak even though they said, 
"Thou art Christ, the Son of God." 


Lesson verses 35 to 39 tell of His ear- 


ly morning praying a great while be- 
fore day, having gone off to a soli- 
tary place 
Since He felt tbe need of 


being away from even these few dis- 
ciples that He might the better com- 
mune with His Father, how can we 
know much of real communion with 
God in the constantly busy life that 
so many lead? It is true that we can 
pray to God anywhere and at any time, 
but see how He went away alone. Si- 
mon and the others found Him and 
told Him that people were looking for 
Him; then He said: "Let us go Into the 
next towns." "I must preach the king- 
dom of God to other cities also." We 
must not forget that "tbe field Is the 
world" and our orders are, "Go ye into 
all the world." 
The four lepers of 


Samaria should put us to shame with 
their words: "We do not well. This day 
is a day of good tidings, and we hold 
our peace" (II Kings vil, 9). Our les- 
son chapter closes with the record of 
a healed leper who published and 
blazed abroad the fact of his being 
healed so widely that Jesus had to
